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HOW DO YOU RATE ON TRAIL COURTESY? 


By Janet Phillips, M. H. A. Junior 


In talking to some of the top horsemen of 
this area, your reporter got the following 
suggestions on trail courtesy. Read them 
over, and check up on yourself: 


(1) Slow down to a walk when you meet 
or pass other riders on the trails. They are 
out to enjoy themselves too. Don’t rush up 
to some unsuspecting rider as though you 
were going to a fire. His horse may be 
skittish, and you may cause a serious acci- 
dent. 


(2) Close and latch all gates. If you 
have to dismount, do it. The people who 
own the property are kind enough to let 
you ride over their land. All they ask in 
return is that the gates be closed to keep 
their livestock from straying. You’ve 
probably seen the signs that the MHA has 
posted on many gates. Show your appre- 
ciation to the property owners.

(3) Watch for broken glass. It isa great 
danger to your horse. If you are guilty of 
throwing bottles along the trails, think of 
your horse and don’t do it next time. 


(4) Put out your cigarette or — better 
still—don’t smoke on the trails. Cigarettes 
cause fires which can destroy much good 
pasture land, and blacken the very area 
youre riding through with such enjoy- 
ment. 


(5) When riding with a group, don’t 
walk down a hill and gallop up the other 
side. The horses behind you won't be 
walking down that hill—and their riders 
will never vote you “most popular”! 


It’s all a matter of being considerate of 
others. Try these few rules for yourself. 


You'll enjoy your rides more, and you'll 
find many friends ready and eager to ride 
with you. :
